The titantic battle which burst forth on the 60-mile Marne- 
Champagne front with the opening of the fifth German offensive 
was still raging today. The violence of the combat had died down 
at some points, but where Ihe infantry forces were not locked 
in death grips, terrific artillery duels were rocking earth and sky.

The Americans, in a series of savnge counter attacks sout h 01 
the Marne, have hurled the Germans across the northern bank ot 
the Strom, occupying all of their old positions. 
Appalling losses marked the first day of the new German 
drive. 
The Germans had set out to break through at

Thierry and the Argonne forest, but the maximum of their gains 
has been about three miles and the major part of the terrain cap­ 
tured has been re taken in counter attacks delivered by French,
